Marine Corps from 1 / 1 / 4 .B to 6/27/50, at which time he 
was dismissed from the Naval Service by reason of a 
general Court Martial on charges of scandalous conduct 
tending to the destruction of good morals and mal- 
treatment of a person subject to his orders. Further 
T-2 advised that KEITH THOMPSON was an* associate of and 
in contact with persons alleged to be members of the CP 
in 1948. Credit and criminal checks negative.

THOMPSON joined the U.S, Naval Reserve 6/12/42 with 
Serial No. 404-30-68. He attended Yale. University as a member of the • 
NROIC. Cta 2/22/46 THOMPSON accepted a regular commission in the U.S. 
Navy xd/th the Supply Corps under Navy Serial Ho. 482931, which he 
held until 12/30 A?, at which time he resigned from the U.S. Navy 
in order* to accept a conunission as 2nd Lt. in the U.S* luarxne Corps 
12/31/47, file No. 049515, 

According to T-3, THOMPSON, while stationed with the Marine 
Corps schools, under instruction Quantico, Va», was associated or in 
contact with KATHERINE VAN ORDBN, Progressive Party leader of the state 
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Party, District of Columbia* 


T-3 further advised that. HAROLD KEITH THOMPSON, Jr. was 
tried by a general Court-Martial on 2/14/49 on the di arges of 
Scandalous Conduct Tending to the Destruction of Gc od Morals and Mai— 
treatment of a. Person Subject to his orders. On 5, 25/ 49 the findings 
of the general C ourt Martial were approved by the I .S. Marine Corps, 
Quantico, Va., and on 6 / 22/50 the findings were approved by the 
Secretary of the Navy and the sentence of dismissal was approved* 
According to T-3 THOMPSON g-fcrsmiouslv the General Court martial 

and was represented by attorney 


THOMPSON also demanded a personal hearing before the 
Secretary of the Navy, which was granted and afforded to him and his 
attorney 5/10/50. Further that the case received wide publication 
in the National Guardian newspaper with' articles appearing in Volume 
II, No. 20, dated 3/22/50, page 16 together with editions on 4/19/50 
and 6/7/50. 

T-3 further advised that under date of 6/27/50 THOMPSON 
wrote the Secretary of Navy that "I am forced to conclude that you 
have acted in ay case, contrary to your oath of office and have 
participated ’ in a conspiracy to deprive me of my civil rights 1 or 
solely political motives. It is* my intention to seek appropriate 
remedy in the civil courts in view of the fact that the dismissal 
is not a legal one," 

According to T-3 HAROLD ICEITH THOMPSON, Jr. was a member 
’of the Progressive Party of the District of Columbia in 1943 and was 
a founding member of the Independent Progressive Party of H.J. m x 
1943* 

It is noted that Newark Confidential Informant T-4, of 
known reliability, advised that the Progressive Party of the state of 
H.J. is controlled by the Communist Party an H.J. T-4 also stated 
that the majority of the Progressive Party functionaries in the state 
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of N.J. were members of the Communist- Party and that one of the major 
jobs of the CP was to build up the Prbgressive Party, 

It is further noted that according to Newark Confidential 
Informant T-4 that KATHERINE VAN ORDEN was a Communist Party member and 
had attended CP meetings, T-4 stated that VAN ORDEN was a member of 
the Communist Party, as of January, 1950 and had been a member for a 
few years prior to that date. The informant also stated that she took 
a leading ro3e in the Progressive Party of K.J. 

The Communist Party has been cited by the Attorney General ' 
of the U.S, as coming within the purview of Executive Order No, 9335, 

T-3 furnished the following biographical outline of

According to an article in. the ‘'Newark Star Ledger," a daily j/ 1 
morning newspaper published at Newark,. N.J„, dated S/3/52, H, KEITH THOMPSON ) 
was interviewed by a reporter and furnished the following information: / 




THOMPSON is quoted as stating that' in March of 1 1952 he organized 
and became head of two American committees;- one is "The Committee for the 
Freedom of Major General REMER" and the other is "The Committee for Inters 
national Justice," The purpose of these committees is to secure the release 
of all German military personnel now in jail as war criminals. The article 
continued that THOMPSON openly admits he spends- all his spare time trying 
to obtain American support f on the Socialist Peic h. Party, in the West German 
Republic, together with working for therellls^^^^^^iy ! s war criminals 
of World War II.

T-2, further advised that HAROLD KEITH THOMPSON, Jr,, 
was, tried by a General Court Martial on 2/14/49 on 
the charges of scandalous conduct tending to the 
destruction of good morals and maltreatment of a 
person subject to his orders. On 5/25/49, the findings 
of the General Court Martial were approved by the 
Commanding General, Marine Base, Quantico, Va 7 , and on 
6/22/50 the findings and sentence of dismissal were 
approved by the Secretary of the Navy.' According to 
T-2, THOMPSON, prior to his Court Martial, requested 
that his resignation be accepted, which request was 
refused,. T-2 stated that THOMPSON strenuously opposed 
the General Court Martial and was represented bv 
Attnrnav I .

THOMPSON also demanded a personal hearing before the 
Secretary of the Navy, which was granted and afforded 
to him and his attorney on 5/IO/5O. The case received 
wide publication in the "National Guardian" newspaper 
with articles appearing in Vol. ll. No. 20, < dated 
3/22/50, page 16, together with editions on 4/19/50 
and 6/7/5O. 
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T-2 further advised that on the date of' 6/22/50 
THOMPSON wrote the Secretary of the Navy that, 

"I am forced to conclude that you have acted in 
my case contrary to your oath of, office and have 
participated in a conspiracy to deprive me of my 
civil rights for- solely political motives. Jt 
is my intention to seek appropriate remedy in the 
courts in view of the fact that the dismissal is 
not a legal one." 

According to T-2, HAROLD KEITH THOMPSON, Jri ; was 
a member- of ; the Progressive Party of the District 
of Columbia in 1948 and was, a founding member of 
the Independent Progressive Party of New Jersey in 
1948. 

It is noted that the California Committee on un- 
American Activities, Report dated 1949, cited the 
"National Guardian" newspaper as a publication 
launched in New York in 1948 aiming at national 
circulation, which the Committee found to be from 
its inception notoriously Stalinist in its staff, 
writers, management, and contents. 

It is noted that Newark Confidential Informant T-3., 
of known reliability, advised that the Progressive 
Party of the State of New Jersey is controlled by 
the Communist Party of New Jersey, T-3 also stated 
that the majority of the Progressive Party functionaries 
in the State of Now Jersey were members of the Communist 
Party and that one of the major jobs of the. CP was to 
build up the Progressive Party. 

It is further noted that, according to T-3 , KATHERINE 
•VAN ORDEN was a Communist Party member and had attended 
Communist Party meetings. T-3 stated that KATHECRINE 
VAN ORDEN was a member as. of January, 1950, and had been 
a member for a few years prior to that date, The 
Informant also stated that she took a leading roll in the 
Progressive Party in New Jersey. 

The -Communist Party has been cited by the Attorney 
General of the United States as coming within the 
purview of Executive Order 9835 •.

They concurred in stating 
substantially that THOMPSON, Sr, , is in their 
opinions, of excellent character and reputation, 
a loyal American, and completely above reproach.

Ip the course of another- investigation, FLECKENSTEIN was 
interviewed on 5/7/52 by Special Agent, ANDREW R. BABYAK at hd,s- 
home, 39 King Ave., Weehawken, N.J. FLECKENSTEIN advised that 
he was born in Weehawken, N * J . , and is a Counseler of Law, 
having obtained his B,3. and LL.- BL degrees at Fordam University 
New York. He stated that hi s , father ■ was also born in the 
United States, but that his grandfather was- born in Germany .. 

He said that at an early age, his grandfather immigrated to' the 
United States and established a meat packing company in 
Jersey City, N.J., which is now very ■ prosperous-. This company 
is known a? the Fleckenstein & Sons Meat Packers and is still 
operated by the family.. 

FLECKENSTEIN went, on to say that, although his family no longer- 
has any alose relative? in Germany, they nevertheless have been 
very interested in German culture and the well-being of the 
people of Germany. He "stated that they continue to maintain their 
summer home in As chaff enburg, Bavaria,. Germany, which was acquired 
by them in 1900, and where they vacation as often as conditions, 
per mit. 

EDWARD FLECKENSTEIN said that he has travelled to Germany 
approximately ten times between 1924 and 1938, but has not been 
there since the latter date. He stated that he is contemplating 
a trip there during the first part of 1952, conditions permitting. 

FLECKENSTEIN stated that he has been completely disassociated 
with the operation of the family meat packing business and has 
devoted his training and energies to causes which he feels will 
hasten the rehabilitation of the German people. He stated that 
he is the President of the Voters Alliance for Americans of 
German Ancestry. In connection with this organization, 
FLECKENSTEIN stated that it has not been directed or influenced 
in any way by any foreign individual, political party, or group. 

He said that the VAAGA works closely with other American-German 
organizations in the United States, according to FLECiuiiNSTEIN, 
because of .his German background, his many trips to Germany, his 
writings on German matters, and his interest in postwar Germany, 
he is well known in political circles in Germany.

Agent Here In Dilemma" . This article reflects that 
Germany' s largest and best organized postwar, nevr style 
Nazi organization is the Social ist Rei dig | ^ 
which was disbanded .on 9A 2 /52;, however / that at that date, 
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HAROLD KEITH THOMPSON of Chatham ^ N, J tj with business connections in New 
York City, a Yale graduate and acknowledged isolationist, was still 
registered as the official agent for the SRP. This, in effect, leaves 
THOMPSON as an agent without a principal. 

This article also notes THOMPSON as having stated that his only 
exports to Germany have been food packages, to REMER and his family j. 

It is to be noted that Newark Confidential Informant T-l, of 
known reliability, has advised th~t the editorial and repertorial staff of 
Ifoe "Daily Compass", which totals approximately thirty persons, is composed 
in the majority of Communists and Communist sympathizers. 

He reported that persons on the editorial staff and on the 
rewrite desk review the news of the day as reported from news service 
syndicates and rewrite the news to give the "pro-Soviet slant".

Society 
for Prevention of World War HI, and other groups friendly to Israel and 
antagonistic to Nazi Germany should be required to register as foreign agentr 

Further, that he thinks Secretary Of State ACHESON is playing 
footsie with what he describes in hie Socialist Reichs Party writing as 
“the world-Jewish Community" and he contends that this community is 
dictating the terms of a malignant- policy which, in his opinion, finds 
the cream of Nazi military genius in jail. 

“Asked whether any U, S, statesman has recognized these alleged 
issues and has shown inclination to meet them squarely, THOMPSON smiled 
and, in his cultivated tones, responded, ’Senator MS GARTHS, He took a 
very firm position against the Nuremberg war crime trials . Aid so did 
Senator TAFT, As a matter of fact, I worked for the nomination of 
Senator TAFT, I was at the Republican Convention with, a delegation from" 
the German American Voters Alliance, 

- . "puring the war, he said, he was a student at Drew College Wf 

Sale and served for a while ’in officers training’. His vpws were well 
known (’I never thought the U, S, should have gotten into World War I, -and 
•of course, into World War II’)', but the FBI and other intelligence agencies 
did not bother him,” - 

"After the war, he says, he was shocked at .the treatment accorded 
former Nazis, particularly former Nazi dignitaries, and dedicated himself 
to the salvation of their civil liberties,"

did nothing. • That' she was only a loyal wife, Set they confiscate her 
property, ®he is impoverished T It is an outrage,"

. A ncestry/(VAAGA), of which FLECKENSTEIN is President. 

nvran»An ™KEIJSTEIN stated that in approximately April op May, 1952, 
itiuMpooM had mentioned to him concerning the organization, of a committee to ‘ 
assist the families of imprisoned Nasi war criminals. Inasmuch as there 
0f f uoh ^quests on hand addressed to -the VAAGA at the time, 
*LECKENSTEIN stated that he had turned them over to THOMPSON, making- him' 
head of the committee, ' ’ * 

According- to FIECKENSTEIN, he advised THOMPSON not to register- 
's an agent of a foreign government, inasmuch as he felt that it was not 
stated further that he had not approved of the manner in 
which THOMPSON had carried out the conduct of the Committee for Freedom 
for Major General REMER, inasmuch as he did not approve of the large 
amount of publicity which had been to a great extent- adverse. 

. . -FLECKENSTEIN stated, however, that he had informed THOMPSON that 

ne vould not repudiate him publicly. Further, that THOMPSON had registered' 

ge?1 * for the Socialist Reich's:? Party op the. advice pf GEORGE SYLVESTER 

V^ERgCK. 
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At this point, FLECKENSTEIN stated that it was not at all cleap' 
to him why VIERECK had been prosecuted during World War II as a foreign 
agent when many others in the same position were overlooked. 

According to FLECKENSTEIN* THOMPSON has cancelled his registratJjO. 
with the Department of State as a foreign- agent and the Committee for 
Freedom for Major General T TWER isr no longer in existence* 

He stated that fee had originally recommended to -THOMPSON that 
persons of "substance” be persuaded to. also serve on the committee but that 
THOMPSON had not followed his advice' and had run it as a one-man committee. 

FLECKENSTEIN stated that the Committee for International Justice 
would continue to be in existence; however, in a quiescent state. 

He stated that he believed that at sometime in the future, he 
would possibly consider suing the Government of the -IJ, S.., through this 
committee, seeking to gain th 9 return of approximately several million 
dollars which have been spent by organisations and individuals in this 
country for German relief. FLECKENSTEIN states that he believes a case 
could be made due to the fact that he believes it is the responsibility 
of the conquerors to support the conquered; that ,in the case of World War 
II, the U„ 5. represented the conquerors and Germany was the conquered, - 
In line with ‘this, it was the responsibility of .the U. S. to support the. 
German families and it should not have been necessary for individuals 
and organizations in the U. S. to furnish any material aid, 

FLECKENSTEIN advised that he has mind in the near future, 'the 
organization of a new "youth group” as a part of the VAAGA, which will be 


be 
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organized with THOMPSON as its head. Further, that he also has under 
consideration the organization and publication of a newspaper to be 
published, monthly by the VAAGA • in New York. : 

FLECKENSTEIN stated that he believes THOMPSON to be a loyal 
American with a strong pro-German feeling. He states that the exact 
reason for this strong pro-German attitude on THOMPSON Is pert is not 
clearly known to him.
